He 
says: "It is a fact that lentigo (frec- 
kles) neither appears in tho newly born 
nor in children under the ago of 6 or 8 
years, whether they run about the whole 
day iu the open itir and exposure to the 
bronzing influence of tho 
sun or 


darkest room. It is therefore tme that 
neither light nor air nor warmth pro- 
duces such spots in children." 


The Curlotu F«wiU. 


Some time ago. in company with a 


friend, I %va>. mtu-lim ; t'. r fossils among 
the debris of nu abandoned limestone 
quarry. Tbe owner, bearing us chip- 
ping and pounding among the rocks, 
approached us and inquired what we 
were looking for. On being answered

About 1 ^4 ounces (370 grains) of pure 
citric acid dissolved in a pint of water 
gives a solution which h.is the average 
acidity of good lemon juice. When di- 
luted with several times its bulk of wa- 
ter, sweetened with sugar and scented 
with a single drop of essence of lemon, 
an artificial lemonade is cheaply pro- 
duced, which is imirh used aa A cooling 
drink in fever hospitals. 


It has ali-o been n»«] in the navy as a 


substitute fur fresh lemon juice in the 
treatment or prevention of scurvy, but 
has l**?n found much less efficient. 
In 


fact, this artificial lemonade is by no 
means equal to that made from pure 
lemun juice, whether used at table or 
for invalids. 
In rheumatism or rhon- 


niiUic gout the frosh juice of the lemon 
is preferred on account of the bicitrate 
of potash which it contains. Pare lemon 
juice is also a valuable remedy in sore 
throat and diphthoiia. Case.a have, been 
recorded in which children have appar- 
ently beon enred of ilus terrible disease 
by constantly sucking oranges or locious.

Third—The adoption of a definite, 
systematic and adequate plan 


Fourth—An investigation of tbe 


merits of the different systems in use. 


Fifth—The investigation of the 


law as to raising funds, making as- 
sessments, etc. 
A 
Sixth—The question of a "Sewer 
Disposal Works." 


In explanation of tbe above ques- 


tions I wish to say that the survey U 
the foundation upon which the plan 
and estimate and cost must be based, 
and whatever tbe proceedings may be 
abide from this part of the work, 'the 
survey is necessary and very import- 
ant, and should be under progress 
while the other questions are being 
considered. 


The division of the city into sewer 


districts is a matter that the survey 
will determine, as it is the usual plan 
to regulate the districting according 
to tbe trunk sewers into which the 
local drainage from the various por- 
tions of the city is emptied. 


As to the third and fourth ques- 


tions there are-now !n use, principally, 
two systems of sewerage, fi?- The 
"Combined System," and what 10 
known as the "Separate System."

The pipe used "in this 
system is much smaller than that in 
the storm water, or combined system, 
and can therefore be constructed at a 
much less figure. 


The question of "Sewage Disposal 


Works" is one which is claiming the 
attention of the various cities, and 
which has much to do with the clean- 
liness and healthfulness of the city, 
and should be thoroughly investigat- 
ed before a final plan is adopted
